IBs was a man witho ut vio es. He h ^ a 
stro ng sense o f duty which it was very 
4a« yfo r him to o bey. Then he had what 
fawners call a lo ng bead; was excellent 
« vfbrkiug o ut the sum fo r himself; in 
itrg uing his case and co nvincing yo u 
'fcUrly and firmly. Then it turned o ut 
tint he was a g reat wo rker, bad p ro di- 
ipiTDS faculty o f p OTfo rmance, wo rked 
aasflf. A g o o d wo rker is so rare; every- 
Ibsdy has so me disabling quality. In a 
ko st o f yo ung men that start to g ether 
and p ro mise so many brilliant leaders 
tfsr the next ag e each fails o n trial—o ne 
I f bad health, o ne by o o no eit o r by lo ve 
af p leasure, o r by letharg y, o r by a 
kasty temp er—each has so me disqual 
jtfyio g fault that thro ws him o ut o f the 
aaceer. But this man was so und to the 
¡•o re, cheerful, p ersistent, all rig ht fo r 
Isho r, and liked no thing so well. . 
"His o ccup ying the chair o f state was 
a teio mp h o f the g o o d sense o f mankind 
•■d o f the p ublic co nscience. This mid- 
die class co untry had g o t a middle class

Jackso n’s 
co mp aratively 
early time 
co uld p o ssible haveeciualed. Fro m 1836 
to 18 6 0 so uthern statesmen had been 
co ntemp lating , if they had no t been 
‘ p lauuiBg , the disrup tio n o f the Unio n. 
No rthern statesmen were aware o f the 
fact. So me o f them were reco nciled to 
it, and o thers were reso lved to aid in its 
co nsummatio n, no t a few o f them fo r 
the sake o f the no rth itself, which they 
imag ined wo nld be better witho ut so uth­ 
ern co mp anio nship . Time but increased 
the bitterness and widened the estrang e­ 
ment o f o ne sectio n ag ainst the o ther. 
When secessio n at last was acco m­ 
p lished, the so nth was p rep ared at 
mo st p o ints, the no rth at no ne, and a 
man was at the head o f affairs who o n 
a hasty o r sup erficial judg ment mig ht 
have been p ro no unced sing ularly in­ 
efficient and unsnited fo r the task o f o o - 
ero io n which cruel fate bad thrust up im 
him. Like bis g reat p redecesso r Jackso n, 
he was a man o f the p eo p le, witho ut 
culture o r manners. Unlike Jackso n, 
ho wever, he bad the instincts, if no t the 
educatio n, o f a g entleman; was no ro w­ 
dy, no drunkard, no p ro fane swearer, 
but a p lain, ho nest, quiet, quaint, g o o d 
man, with no stro ng will, bnt with a 
very stro ng sense o f duty. Jackso n o ared 
little either fo r free trade o r p ro tectio n, 
bnt he o ared very much fo r the Unio n. 
In like manner Abraham Linco ln cared 
little fo r the neg ro o r his freedo m, 
tho ug h he disliked slavery, bnt he cared 
g reatly and with his who le heart and 
so ul fo r the Unio n. 
“ Pushed o n and backed up by the 
will o f the p eo p le witho ut any will o f 
his o wn, excep t the willing ness to re­ 
sto re the Unio n at any p riw, he march- 
^ fro m do g ma to do g ma, fro m do ctrine 
to do ctrine, fro m p rincip le to p rincip le, 
by external rather than by internal im- 
p nlf^s, and with a Mid heart that he 
sho uld have to do , even under the p res­ 
sure o f o verp o wering state necessity, 
anything inco nsistent with that co nsti­ 
tutio n which Washing to n and Jeffero m 
had made, and which Abraham Linco ln 
had swo rn to up ho ld. 
Andrew J a c k in 
p ut do wn nullificatio n; Abraham Lin­ 
co ln did no t p ut do wn secessio n. 
What 
the o ne did by fo rce o f his o wn will the 
o ther did by the fo rce o f the will o f the 
p eo p le. The o ne was the fiery ho rse, 
acting by his o wn vo litio n; the o ther 
was but the inert carriag e drawn by 
the stalwart muscle o f the cro wd. Jack­ 
so n did well, but Linco ln did better. 
Jackso n acco mp lislie<l less than he in­ 
tended, but Linco ln far mo re than he 
ho p ed, o r that at the o ntset o f his ca­ 
reer he co uld even have dreamiKl o f. 
That he who wo uld merely circumscribe 
slavery within its existing limits and 
who was co nscientio usly o f o p inio n that 
if every neg ro in America left America 
and went back to the native Africa o f 
his fatht^rs and g randfathers, it wo uld 
be better fo r America and better fo r the 
neg ro 'sho uld by the stro ke o f his p en—- 
by the war jio wer, and co ntrary to the 
sp irit and letter o f the co nstitutio n— 
abo lish slavery, was the result o f the 
strug g le that in the first two years o f 
its fury he was the last man in the 
Unio n to imag ine. Yet so it was. The 
weak man became stro ng by the irre­ 
sistible streng th o f events. In Jackso n’s 
time the lo ve o f the Unio n in the no rth 
a Infant fp io liim: in Linco ln s 


attenip te« !. no co um nave issuiui » g en­ 
eral amnesty, he co uld have declared 
the Unio n lesto rt d in fact and in theo ry 
o n the so lo co nditio n that his m ilitary 
I p ro claIllatio n fo r the abo litio n o f slav- 
cry sho uld Ihi ado p ted by ©very so uth­ 
ern state as the basis o f a leg al enact­ 
ment. 
But thi.s g reat and hap p y ro fmlt 
was no t to be attained. The p isto l o f a 
fanatic dep rived the so uthern p eo p le o f 
a friend and the no rthern p eo p le o f a 
man after their o wn 
hearts, 
who 
thro ug h g o o d and ill fo rtune bad fo ng ht 
their fig ht with a humble, a co ntrite 
and an ho nest sp irit and g ivim them the 
victo ries.’’ 
So utherners who were actively ho stile 
to Mr. Linco ln during the war have 
since freely exp ressed their hig h ap p re­ 
ciatio n o f bis no ble traits. In a recent 
utterance up o n war issues the no ted 
so uthern edito r, Henry Watterstin, sum­ 
med up the view mo st p revalent amo ng « 
thinking p eo p le o f the o ld Co nfederate 
sectio n. 8 aid h e : 
“ Linco ln himself was a so uthern 
man. He had no p rejudice asaiust the 
Kiuth o r the Ho uthem p eo p le. There was 
hardly a ilay during the war that he 
was no t p ro jecting his g reat p erso nality 
between so me so uthern man o r wo man 
and dang er, and so free fro m vindictive­ 
ness o r excitement o f any so rt was his 
mind that it co st him no thing to stand 
up o n the reso lutio n o f co ng ress o f 18 6 1, 
which declared that the w ar was wag exl 
so lely to p reserve the Unio n.’* 
Lo ng befo re Watterso n sp o ke Lieu­ 
tenant General Lo ng street, the mo st 
p ro minent living rep resentative o f Lee’s 
armies, neuned this brief bul fo rcible

which no war between the states In 
Jackson’s comparatively 
early time 
could possible have equaled. From 1888 
to 1860 southern statesmen had been 
contemplating, if they had not been 
1 planning, the disruption of the Union. 
Northern statesmen were aware of the 
fact. Some of them were reconciled to 
it, uud others were resolved to aid in its 
consummation, not a few of them for 
the sake of the north itself, which they 
imagined would be better without south­ 
ern companionship. Time but increased 
the bitterness and widened the estrange­ 
ment of one section against the other. 
When secession at last was accom­ 
plished, the south was prepared at 
most points, the north at none, and a 
man was at the head of affairs who on 
a hasty or superficial judgment might 
have been pronounced singularly in­ 
efficient and unsuited for the task of co­ 
ercion which cruel fate had thrust upon 
him. Like bis great predecessor Jackson, 
he was a man of the people, without 
culture or manners. Unlike Jackson, 
however, he had the instincts, if not the 
education, of a gentlem an; was no row­ 
dy, no drunkard, no profane swearer, 
but a plain, honest, quiet, quaint, good 
man, w ith no strong will, but with a 
very strong sense of duty. Jackson oared 
little either for free trade or protection, 
but he oared very much for the Union. 
In like manner Abraham Lincoln cared 
little for the negro or his freedom, 
though he disliked slavery, but he cared 
greatly and with his whole heart and 
soul for the Union. 
“ Pushed on and backed up by the 
will of the people without any will of 
his own, except the willingness to re­ 
store the Union at any price, he march­ 
ed from dogma to dogma, from doctrine 
to doctrine, from principle to principle, 
by external rather than by internal im ­ 
pulses, and with a sad heart that he 
should have to do, even under the pres­ 
sure of overpowering state necessity, 
anything inconsistent w ith that consti­ 
tution which Washington and Jefferson 
had made, and which Abraham Lincoln 
had sworn to uphold. 
Andrew Jackson 
put down nullification; Abraham Lin­ 
coln did not put down secession. 
What 
the one did by force of his own will the 
other did by the force of the will of the 
people. Tho one was the fiery horse, 
acting by his own volition; the other 
was but the inert carriage drawn by 
the stalwart muscle of the crowd. Jack­ 
son did well, but Lincoln did better. 
Jackson accomplished less than he in­ 
tended, but Lincoln far more than he 
hoped, or that at the outset of his ca­ 
reer he could even have dreamed of. 
That he who would merely circumscribe 
slavery within its existing limits and 
who was conscientiously of opinion that 
if every negro in America left America 
and went back to the native Africa of 
his fathers aud grandfathers, it would 
be better for America aud better for tho 
negro should by the stroke of his pen 
by the war power, and contrary to 
spirit and letter bf tho constitution— 
abolish slavery, was the result of the 
struggle that in the first two years of 
its fury he was the last man in the 
Union to imagine. 
Yet so it was. The 
weak man became strong by the irre­ 
sistible strength of events. In Jackson s 
time the love of the Union in tho north 
was but a latent feeling; in Lincoln a 
it was an irresistible force, aud, lashed 
into fury by the passions of tho war, 
would have preferred the utter desola­ 
tion of the southern s ta te s — their con­ 
version into the original wilderness and 
the extermination or banishment o 
their whole population—rather than see 
them by their own exertions or the aid 
of a foreign state erected into an inde­ 
pendent Confederacy. 
This good and

Southerners who were actively hostile 
to Mr 
Lincoln during the war have 
since freely expressed their high appre­ 
ciation of his noble traits. In a recent 
utterance upon war issues the noted 
southern editor, Henry Watterson, sum­ 
med up the view most prevalent among, 
thinking people of the old Confederate 
section. .Said he: 
“ Lincoln himself was a southern 
man. 
Ile had no prejudice against the 
south or the southern people. There was 
hardly a day during the war that he 
was not projecting his great personality 
between some southern man or woman 
and danger, and so free from vindictive­ 
ness or excitement of any sort was his 
mind that it cost bim nothing to stand 
upon the resolution of congress of 1861, 
which declared that the war was waged 
solely to preserve the Union.” 
Long before Watterson spoke Lieu 
tenant General Longstreet, the most 
prominent living representative of Lee’s 
armies.

Mr. William Bender Wilson of Lan­ 
caster, Pa., who entered the war depart­ 
ment as a m ilitary telegrapher in 1861, 
gives the following fresh anecdote: 
“ In the fall of 1861 tiros in Washing­ 
ton city wore of frequent occurrence 
without uny organized adequate meaui 
for extinguishing them being in exist 
enoe there. 
This condition of affairs 
was a source of so much anxiety to the 
country at large that no sooner was a 
Washington fire announced in the news­ 
papers than the mails would teem with 
patriotic offers to the president from all 
sections for t he formation of fire brigades 
as a component part of the army for the 
protection of the capital. This was one 
of the many great annoyances of irrele­ 
vant subjects thrust upon the president. 
He bore it all as part of the responsibil­ 
ities resting upon him, yet at last was 
compelled to rebuke it from sheer lack 
of time to give it any attention. 
“ One night the Washington infirmary 
burned down, aud, as was customary 
after such disasters, the next day brought 
tho president the usual complement of 
offers of fire engines and firemen. Phil­ 
adelphia’s patriotism, true to its tradi­ 
tions, could not await the slow progress 
bf the mail, but sent forward a commit­ 
tee of citizens to urge upon the presi­ 
dent the acceptance of a fully equipped 
fire brigade for Washington. 
On their 
arrival at the W hite Houso they were 
most courteously and blandly received 
by Mr. Lincoln. 
Eloquently did they 
urge their mission, but valuable time 
was being wasted, and Mr. Lincoln was 
forced to bring the conference to a dose, 
which he did by interrupting the com­ 
mittee in the midst of a grand and to be 
clinching oratorical effort by gravely 
saying, as if he had just awakened to, 
the true import of the visit: ‘Ah, yes,; 
gentlemen, but it is a mistake to snp-j 
pose that I am at the head of the fire 
department of the city of Washington I1 
I am simply president of the United 
States.”

Mr. Lincoln was a fatalist. 
He be­ 
lieved from an early period in his career 
th at he was destined to attain to an ex­ 
alted 
pinnacle of eminence and also 
th a t he should encounter a bloody end, 
and this belief remained w ith him to 
the end. 
Mrs. Craw ford never wearied 1 
of narrating •’hat when be was a boy, 
w ith little apparent promise, and was 
acting out the clown in her kitchen, 
when rem onstrated w ith 
and 
asked 
w hat he coaid hope to achieve if he 
continued in th at course confidently re­ 
plied that he w as going to be president 
of the United States. 
W hen he was at New Orleans, in 
1831, he visited a voodoo fortune teller 
and listened to her absurd prophecies 
(as they then appeared) w ith eager a t­ 
tention. 
When his son Robert was b it­ 
ten by a dog, he took him to Terre 
Haute, at much inconvenience, to have 
the virtues of a madstone, as it was 
called, tested as an antidote. 
W hen in 
congress, he refused to be one of a party 
of IS at table, and Robert Toombs, who 
really liked him , told him w ith some 
asperity that he w oald rather die than 
to be so superstitions. 
Like Joan of Are, he heard phantom 
voices; but, unlike th at bewitched fe­ 
male, he kept their revelations and the 
fact itself to himself. 
One day, how ­ 
ever, in the “ Big G rove” a t Urbana he 
said, partly in soliloquy and partly to 
m e: “ When I was a boy, la se d to w an­ 
der out in the woods all by myself. It 
had a fascination for me w hich had an 
elem ent of fear in it—superstitions fear. 
I knew th at I was not alone ju st as 
well as I know th at yon are here now. 
S till I could see nothing and no one, but 
I heard voices. Once I beard a voice 
rig h t at my elbow— heard it distinctly 
and plainly. 
I turned around, expect­ 
ing to see some one, of course. 
No one 
there, but the voice was there. ” “ W hat 
did it say?” I asked. He made no reply. 
Deep gloom—a look of pain—settled on 
his countenance aud lasted some m in ­ 
utes. 
W e trudged slowly on. 
He was 
oblivious of all external surroundings. 
Another instance, som ewhat obscure 
to people in general, but conclusive to 
me, who knew him so well, and illus­ 
trativ e of this tendency, happened on 
O ct 24, 1854, when he visited my law 
office w ith others of the traveling bar, 
and, taking down a copy of Byron, he 
readily turned to the third canto of 
“ Childe H arold” and read aloud from 
the thirty-fourth verse, commencing, 
T here in a very life in our despair, etc., 
to and inclnding the forty-fifth verse: 
He who ascends to m ountain tops shall find 
Those loftiest peaks m ost w rapped in clouds 
am i snow.

He also read it sadly if not in ­ 
deed reverently. 
In view of his later career, is not the 
following morceau, taken from a fervid 
and extravagant Lyceum speech made 
when he was 80 years of age, of great 
interest and significance? Said he : 
“ Many great and good men. suffi­ 
ciently qualified 
for any task they 
should undertake, may ever be found, 
whose am bition would aspire to nothing 
beyond a seat in congress, a gubernato­ 
rial or a presidential chair, but such be­ 
long not to the fam ily of the lion or the 
tribe of the eagle. 
W hat! Think you 
those places would satisfy an Alexander, 
a Caesar or a Napoleon? Never! Tower­ 
ing genius disdains a beaten path; it 
seeks regions hitherto unexplored, it 
sees no distinction in adding story to 
story upon the m onum ents of fame erect­ 
ed to the memory of others, it denies 
th at it is glory enough to serve under 
any chief, it scorns to tread in the foot­ 
steps of any predecessor, however ill Uh 


it thirsts aud bums for distinc­ 
tion, and if possible will have it w hether 
at tho expense of em ancipating slaves 
or enslaving freemen. 
In attestation of his strong leaning 
toward fatalism be once oiled to H ern­ 
don the CMO of Caesar and Brutus, a r­ 
guing that the latter was forced by laws 
and conditions over which he had no 
control to Kill the former, aud, vice 
versa, that the former was especially 
created to he disposed o f by the latter, 
aud the gifted Herndon adds in poetic 
vein, “ This superstitions view of life 
ran through his being like the thin 
blue vein through the whitest marble, 
giving the eye rest from the weariness 
of continued unvarying color.” 
This avant courier of destiny haunted 
him all his life. “ I can’t help being in 
this w ay,” he said. “ My father was so 
before me. 
He dreamed th at he rodo 
through 
an unfrequented path to a 
strange house, the surroundings aud 
furnishing of which were vividly im ­ 
pressed on his mind. 
At the fireside 
there was sitting a woman whose fea­ 
tures he distinctly saw. 
She was en­ 
gaged in paring an apple. T hat woman 
was to lie his wife. He could not shake 
off the vision. 
It haunted him inces­ 
santly until itcom pelled him togo down 
the unfrequented way. He quietly open­ 
ed the door of w hat he recognized to be 
the bouse and saw a t a glance th at it 
was where ho had been in bis dream. 
There was a woman at the fireside en­ 
gaged in paring an apple. ” A nd the 
rest of this singular dream also came to 
pass. 
The well known and oft cited inci­ 
dent of the double image, as told by Mr. 
Lincoln, iB in exact point. He said: “ It 
was just after my election in 1860, 
when the news had been coming in 
thick and fast all day and there had 
been a great ‘H urrah, boys I’ so th at I 
was well tired out and went home to 
rest, throw ing myself upon a lounge in 
my chamber. 
Opposite to where I lay 
was a bureau, w ith a swinging glass 
upon it, and, looking in th at glass, I 
saw myself reflected nearly 
at 
full 
length, but my face, I noticed, had two 
separate aud distinct images, the tip of 
the nose of one being about three inches 
from the tip of the other. I was a little 
startled and got up aud looked in the 
glass, but the illusion vanished. 
On 
lying down again I saw it a second 
time, plainer, if possible, than before, 
and then I noticed th at one of the faces 
was a little paler than the other. 
I got 
ap, and the thing m elted away, and in 
the excitem ent of the hour forgot all 
about it—nearly, but not quite, for the 
thing would once in aw hile oome up 
and give me a little pang, as if some­ 
thing 
uncomfortable had happened. 
W hen I got home, I told my wife about 
it, and a few days after I tried the ex­ 
perim ent agaiu, when, sure enough, the 
thing came back again, but I never suc­ 
ceeded in bringing the ghost back after 
that, though I once tried very industri­ 
ously to show it to my wife, who was 
somewhat worried about it. She thought 
it was a sign th at I was to be elected to 
a second term of office, and th at the 
paleness of one of the faces was an omen 
that I should not live through my sec­ 
ond term. ” 
How often have I heard him repeat 
this couplet, 
alw ays in an earnest, 
prophetic style, as if it made a deep im ­ 
pression on him, as if he recognized a 
law from which there was no escape— 
th at bound him, like a spell: 
There’s a divinity that shapes our ends, 
Rough hew them how we will. 
Especial em phasis as well as accentu­ 
ated sadness is im parted to th at sorrow­ 
ful incident, w hich was but the prelude 
to 
The deep damnation of hi* taking off, 
when lie said in bis cabinet m eeting on 
the last day: “ Good news is im pend­ 
ing, for I have had my usual dream , 
which has foreshadowed every m omen­ 
tous event of the war. I seemed to be in 
a singular and indescribable vessel, bnt 
alw ays the same, and th at it was niov 
ing w ith great rapidity tow ard a dark 
aud indefinite shore. ” 
This melancholy refrain— this dark 
cloud of preternatural grief, w ith its 
delusive silver lining-—this more than 
ascetic sorrow, w ith its stim ulated ra il­ 
lery, like the harlequin’s fantastic gear 
—all tended to make up the seed plot 
from whence sprung the somber spirit 
who was deeded to pilot the sorely dis- 
treseed nation through the engulfing 
waves, which m om entarily threatened 
destruction. 
There are objects in nature and in i 
politics the forms of which can only be ! 
accurately ascertained when con tem - J 
plated afar off. Too near as well as too ! 
fur off prevents a correct view. Thus it I 
is w ith great events. 
The hand of God i 
is visible iii hum an affairs, but this j 
baud itself has a shadow which conceals I 
w hat it accomplishes. 
All th ai could 
th tin be seen in the great national brans- j 
form ation announced the advent of a 
new idea in hum an kind, the democrat- | 
ic idea in essence as well as in delusive 
boast, and thereafter the dem ocratic 
government in fact as well as thereto­ 
fore in empty name. 
There are epochs in the history of the 
hum an race when the decayed branches ; 
fall from the tree of hum anity and 
when institutions grown effete and in- 
famous sink and leave space for fresh 
institutions full of sap, which renew 
tho youth and recast the ideas of a peo­ 
ple. 
A ntiquity is replete w ith this 
transform atiou, of which we only catch 
a glim pse in the relics of history. Each , 
decadence of effete ideas carries w ith it 
an old world aud gives its name to 
new order of civilization.

Columbus, Feb. 12.—The Ohio Re 
publican League convention, held in 
this city, was one of the stormiest in 
the history of the league. 
About 200 
delegates, representing 72 clubs, wert' 
in attendance. 
The factional feeling 
which marked the late senatorial eon- 
test cropped out. There were strenu­ 
ous efforts to restore harmony, how­ 
ever, both the retiring president and 
tho president-elect advising tho mem- 
l»ers of the league to lay aside factional 
differences. Senator Foraker. in his 
telegram to the league, also made a plea 
for harmony. 
The Foraker aud Bushnell element 
was dominant in the convention, how­ 
ever, and w hile they endeavored to keep 
bt tional differences in the ba< kgrouud, 
carried all their points. 
Trouble was started early in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
President John J. Sullivan, 
in his opening address to the conven­ 
tion, referrred to the great 
service 
which had l»een rendered the party rn 
the last campaign by Governor Bush­ 
nell, Senator Hanna and Lieutenant 
Governor Jones. 
Hon. Chiv Dryable of Lancaster criti­ 
cised Mr. kulliVun’a omission of Sena­ 
tor Foraker’s name quite sharply, say­ 
ing that one would not infer from Mr. 
Sullivan’s speech that Ohio had a senior 
senator. 
While there w as a contest on some of 
the officers, the big fight of the conven­ 
tion wa» on the resolutions. 
The chair­ 
man of tho committee on resolutions was 
Charles Griffin of Toledo, and lie drafted 
the report sent to the convention. After 
a hot tight the following resolutions 
wore adopt oil:

dowm by au iniquitous bonded debt. 
"We cordially endorse every depart­ 
ment of our state administration, par­ 
ticularly that of our beloved, level­ 
headed and efficient governor, General 
Asa S. Bushnell. 
"We endorse and approve the ener­ 
getic and efficient efforts undertaken by 
Attorney General Monnefct and the state 
semite to uncover aud destroy unlawful 
aud hurtful trust syndicates aud com­ 
binations.

It Is thought to be a eonservatW* es­ 
timate that Within the next (Ive or six 
months from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 
will be invest* d by capitalists who are 
iu New York or who are associated 
with New York interests in the com­ 
mercial development of Alaska. It is 
cif course impossible to get at anything 
like an accurate or even an approxi­ 
mately correct calculation of the amount 
of capital which will be thus invested. 
The flgur^ just given are only a con­ 
servative ffaoss made by those who have 
perhaps the best information upon the 
plans which are now being rapidly com­ 
pleted for the organization of various 
railway, sti amship, trading and other 
incidental enterprises, all aiming to se­ 
cure some part of the great commerce 
and business which are certain to be de­ 
veloped at once and to he maintained 
throughout the year. 
Probably the most important of the 
enterprises is that with which John W. 
Mackay, Mr. Loiter of Chicago, D. O. 
Mills and the Rothschilds are associated 
and of which Mr. H. Maitland Kersey 
is to be the executive head. The capital 
which this syndicate bas nominally 
subscribed is comparatively a small 
sum. It is reported to be $1,000,000, 
but that is only a small part of the 
money which will probably be invested 
by this syndicate in its various opera­ 
tions. It may undertake the manage­ 
ment of several distinct corporations. 
It will undoubtedly establish a steam­ 
ship line extending from Seattle to one 
of the Alaskan ports. It is also the pur­ 
pose of the syndicate to build a railway 
which will make the quickest connec­ 
tion between tide water and the Yukon 
district, but exactly where that railway 
will be constructed is a matter of some 
doubt, probably doubtful even to this 
syndicate itself. The syndicate is said 
by those who know something of its 
plans to purpose engaging also in gen­ 
eral trade, but its chief object is the 
exploration of certain districts in which 
its prospectors have discovered every 
evidence of large deposits of gold, and 
when the mines have been located the 
syndicate proposes to work them. 
Mr. Mackay, it is known, looks with 
the greatest enthusiasm and confidence 
upon the future of this enterprise and is 
reported by friend! iu New York to 
have said that he has every reason to 
believe that the syndicate will find it­ 
self in possession of mines wbioh will 
rival and perhaps exceed the richness of 
the big Bonanza. 
But this is only one of the enterprises. 
Another company in which Mr. Depew 
is interested and in whose future he 
seems to have much confidence proposes 
to establish a steamship line and in ad­ 
dition to develop certain mining claims 
already owned by the company as well 
as to engage in a general commercial 
business. Recently four steamships hith­ 
erto running upon one of the European 
lines have been purchased by another 
company whose headquarters are in 
New York and will be sent as soon as 
possible to Seattle, the expectation be­ 
ing that all of them will be In service 
before the 1st of June. 
Word comes from Canada that a com­ 
pany which has been organized for the 
purpose of building a railway through 
a part of British North America to the 
Yukon bas so far progressed in its plans 
that the first group of laborers will be 
put at work before the end of February, 
and the company expects as soon as the 
surveys are completed to have 5,000 
men at work so that the road may be 
completed before tho hot Alaskan sum­ 
mer begins. 
There is a goo! deal of New York 
oapital in this enterprise, although the 
company is organized under a Canadian 
charter. It expects to build its railroad 
150 miles long and at the rate of a 
mile a day, and if it accomplishes it in 
that desolate arctio region it will have 
achieved something unparalleled in rail­ 
road construction. Those who are inter­ 
ested in this project write to their 
friends here that they have every reason 
to believe that there will be an immi­ 
gration from the United States, from 
Canada and from Europe into the Alas­ 
kan region greater than any that in the 
past has been caused by reports of rich 
discoveries of gold anywhere in the 
world. The lowest estimate is that 
200,000 people will go from comforta­ 
ble homes in temperate climates into 
that wilderness during the spring and 
summer. To feed, clothe and bouse these 
people will alone develop a very great 
business. —> Holland in Philadelphia 
Press.
